Steamer Fulgent Is Sunk. 

The British steamer Fulgent wes sunk 
by a German submarine northwest of the 
Skellig Rocks in the dark of Saturday

A boat containing nine survivors and 
the body of the captain of the steamer, 
who had been shot and killed, was res- 
cued by a trawler and landed at Kil | 
The trawler was unable to find the sec- 
ond boat of the Fulgent containing the 


‘remainder of the crew. 
The Fulgent was a vessel of 1,202 tone 


and was built in 1910. It was owned by 
J. Westoll of Sunderland. The Skellig 
Rocks lie off the southwest coast. of 
County Kerry, Ireland. | 


_ Trawler Is Crippled. | 
YARMOUTH, England, May 3, 1: 15 a. 
m.—The trawler Barbados has arrived 

here in a damaged condition es the result 
of an encounter with a German torpedo 
boat off the Belgian coast on Saturday.

One Berlin Newspaper Declares 
They Finally Prove “His Inca- 
pacity as a Statesman.”

AMSTERDAM, via London, May 2.— Dr. 

Bernhard Dernbure’s statement in the 

United States regarding the conditions 

under whith Germany would consent to 

abandon Belgium and other references 
made by him to territonial matters has 
angered a section of the German press. 
The Berliner Post describes these utter- 
ances as a fine piece of political foolery, 
finally proving Dr. Dernburg’s ince DHT, 

Ls a statesman.” 

The Tagezeitung expresses doubt that 
Dr. Dernburg ever made the statements 
attributed to him and urges him to issue 
acerrection. It assumes that theGerman 
government promptly will obtain an en. 
planation. 

Berlin Papers Hit Dernburg. 
LONDON, May 2.—Dr. Bernhard Dern- 
burg’s letter read at a massmeeting in 
Portiand, Me., in which he said Germany 

_ would evacuate France and Belgium only 
on condition that the seas be freed and 
that Germany be given freedom to ex- 

pand beyond its frontiers in Europe, has 
caused considerable discussion in Berlin

Washington. D. C., May 2.—[Special. J— 
The attitude which the United States 
shall assume toward the latest acts of 
Germany involving the rights of Ameri- 
cans will be the subject of a cabinet con- 
ference on Tuesday. 

When President Wilson returns to 
Washington tomorrow the state depart- 
ment will report to him all the facts it 
has been able to obtain concerning the 
German embassy’s advertisement in fifty 
hewspapers in this country warning 
Americans of the danger of taking pas- 
sage on transatlantic liners flying the 
flags of the allles. 

It is possible that before the cabinet 
meets the state department will be able to 
report also upon the circumstances of the 
dropping of bombs by a German aviator 
upon the American steamer Cushing. 


Seek to Protect Liners. 

The principal question to be considered 
by the cabinet is the adoption of a course 
of action to procure adequate protection 


| for American passengers on British and 


French transatlantie liners. The possibil- 
ity of the loss of American lives in the de- 
struction of one or more of these vessels 
by German submarines makes this ques- 
tion the most serious issue of the Euro- 
pean war now confronting the United 
States. 

As a means of proclaiming the intention 
of the United States to protect its citizens 
from harm in the war zone, the president 
will be urged by several of his advisers 
to dispatch to Germany at once a strong 
note demainding reparation for the death 
of Leon C. Thresher, the American who 
lost his life as a passenger on the British 
steamer Falaba, entrar ey by ea German 
submarine. 

The Falaba incident is deganade by offi- 

clals of the state department as a prece- 
dent which it would be dangerous for the 
United States to ignore. The status of 
Thresher as a passenger on the Falaba, 
it is pointed out, was exactly the same as 
that of the hundreds of Americans who 
sailed on the Lusitania Saturday. Ifany- 
thing can be done to obtain immunity 
from harm for the Americans on transat- 
lantic liners, it is imperative, according 
to these officials, to make strong repre- 
sentations in the Thresher case, 


Demand Immunity from Harm. 

The department holds that American 
passengers on a merchant vessel, which 
is the classification of passenger liners, 
are entitled to immunity from hostile at- 
tack or its consequerces, whether the 
craft flies an enemy or e neutral flag. 

It is pointed out that German cruisers, 
notably the Prinz Eitel Friedrich and the 
Kronprinz Wilhelm, either brought or 
sent safely to port the crews and passen- 
gers of the enemy ehips they captured 
and destroyed. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German am- 
bassador, says that it manifestly is im- 
possible for a submarine to take care of 
passengers, but that ample time invaria- 
bly is allowed for them to take to the 
boats before the sinking of the vessel. 
The Germans contend that international 
law requires them to do no more, and 
that if American passengers do not like 
the prospect they should stay off enemy 
vessels. 

Germany to Refuse Demand. 

It is expected that the administration 
will present a demand for reparation in 
the Thresher case. That Germany will 
refuse to recognize the obligation of rep- 
aration is known here, The Berlin gov- 
ernment has disclaimed responsibility in 
a message to Ambassador von Bernstorff 
fur the death of Thresher. : 

The German contention is that Thresher 
sailed on a British ship at his own risk, 
after the promulgation of the warning in! 
the Berlin war zone decree, that sufficient 
time was allowed for the passengers to 
take to the boats in safety, and that more 
would have been allowed had it not been 
for the military necessity of the sub- 
marine avoiding enemy craft rushing to 
the rescue. 

Some administration officials are dis- 
posed to regard the German embassy ad- 
vertisement as an affront to the United 
States. The embassy, it is contended, 
should address itself to the president or 

the state department exciusively and 
sbould not communicate directly with 
the American people. 


GERMAN AIRMEN BOMBARD 
TOWNS IN EASTERN FRANCE 


Four Machines Drop Twenty Incen- 
diary Bombs on Epinal and Flee 
Combat at Remiremont. 


PARIS, May 2.—German aeroplanes. 
doubtless in reply to the recent French 
air attacks on Friedrichshafen, today 
bombarded various towns of eastern 
France. 

Four machines flew over Epinal, capital 
of the French department of Vosges, this 
morning and dropped twenty incendiary 
bombs.. No one washurt. The only dam- 
age was two small fires. 

The aeroplanes possibly were the same 
ones which visited Remiremont, sixteen 
miles southeast. of Epinal. At that place 
a squadron of French aeroplanes rose to 
meet the raiders and the Germane turned

Visits Division Commander. 

Notwithstanding that I am visiting the 
French battle front under the auspices of 
the ministry of war, With a captain 
the general staff as my constant compan- 
ion, it is not considered good form to . 
spect a division without first calling on 
the divisional commander. We found 
Gen. commanding the army 
in @ fine old medieval chateau, where he 
has established his headquarters. 

In the course of our conversation I ex- 
pressed my admiration for the French 
field batteries which had been sent to Bel- 
gium early in the war, and which I had 
acon in action outside Antwerp. . 

Those were excellent guns,” the gen- 
eral said, “ but I want you to see our new 
guns, the 105’s, in action.’’ 

He gave a few rapid orders; a staff of- 
ficer talked over the telephone with a 
battery commander twenty miles away, 
and, presto!

In Full View of Germans. 

In order to reach this particular bat- 
tery, our road led for mile or more across 
an open plateau within full view of the 
German position. Leaving the cars in 
the shelter of the ridge on which the bat- 
tery was posted, we ascended a steep hil/- 
side on foot. 

A few minutes’ walk along the ridge, 
and we came to the batteries of 105s. 
They were not posted on the summit of 
the ridge, as a layman might suppose, 
but @ quarter of a mile behind it, so that 
between them and the German pesitions, 
four miles away, intervened the ridge 
itself, a thick forest, and the River Aisne. 

The gune were sunk in pits so ingen- 
lously masked with shrubs and branches 
that the sharpest-eyed airman flying low 
overhead would have seen nothing to 


Observatory on Side of Cliff. 

Ten minutes’ walk across the open table- 
land which lies in front of the battery 
and forms the summit of the ridge, then 
through a dense bit of forest, and we 
found ourselves at the entrance to fhe 
observatory from which the fire of all 
the batteries in this sector is controlled. 
It is concealed with the utmost cunning, 
a veritable eagies’ aerie clinging to the 
side of a cliff high above the Aisne. 

To the southeast I could catch a glimpse 
of the pottery roofs of Solesons, while 
from the further bank of the river rose 
the gentle slopes which formed the oppo- 
site side of the valley. 

These slopes were everywhere slashed 
by zigzag lines of yellow which I knew 
to be the German trenches. The nearest 
was perhaps two miles away. A soldier
